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When Smuggling Was

In the early part of the 18th century 
the encounters between smugglers and 
customs officers were rough fisticuff 
affairs, with an occasional fatality, but 
always with the populace sympathizing 
with the ‘‘free traders’? and regarding 
them as public benefactors, evading 
hated duties. As the years passed smug- 
gling became Big Business and vicious 
gangsterdom. 

It was estimated that in 1745, some 
1,835 horse loads of goods, mostly tea, 
and 1,689 horse loads of other goods, 
including silk, tobacco, soap and gin, 
were landed on the Suffolk coast alone. 

In 1767, twelve smugglers who had 
defrauded the Crown of £40,000 were 
removed from Chelmsford under a 
guard of a sergeant and six dragoons, 
to the Fleet prison in London, as the 
local jail was considered too weak to 
hold them. At this time the Royal Navy 
was short of men and most captured 
smugglers were impressed into the 
service. 

The following year smugglers mur- 
dered the tide-surveyor, and several 
men were wounded in an attack on 
the Yarmouth customs house. 

In January 1772 the supervisor at 
Brentwood heard of a party of smug- 
glers on the way from Billericay with 
several horse loads of tea and other 
goods. He set out with a recruiting 
sergeant of the 24th Regiment of Foot,

and three recruits to intercept 20 horses 
and many armed men. They attacked 
the smugglers, but were soon over- 
powered, and the victors went through 
Brentwood about 2 a.m. in triumph, and 
were at Ilford by 4 a.m. 

One of the smugglers received a 
severe sword cut on the cheek; the 
sergeant was wounded in six places, 
one of which, in the words of the 
Ipswich Journal: “... it is feared, will 
prove mortal. The supervisor is dang- 
erously wounded and his recovery is 
doubtful and one of the recruits is 
likely to lose his arm.”

In 1775 the supervisor of Saxmundham 
and an excise officer were searching 
a house while a woman, apparently in 
labor, sat by the fireside groaning, but 
with the assistance of the supervisor 
she was quickly delivered of a large 
bag of green tea hidden under her 
voluminous skirt. 

The Colchester excise officers made 
one of the largest hauls of contraband 
for many years in 1776, when they 
seized 18 hundredweight of tea packed 
in large oilskin bags near Kelvedon. 
The smugglers favorite articles were 
silk, which sold readily to be made into

clothing for men and women: soap, 
which was heavily taxed; and gin, 
which was mainly distilled at Scheidam 
in Holland, where in 1779 3,867,000 gal- 
lons were made, mostly for illegal entry 
into England. 

Brandy and rum were aiso lucrative. 
The spirits were shipped from Flushing 
in tubs roped in pairs and fastened 
by a long line to an anchor, ready for 
dropping overboard. Sometimes they 
were planted among the lobster-pots, 
being marked with special buoys. 

Most contraband was met on the 
beaches by gangs of laborers with 
‘donkeys, and the tubs were slung in 
pairs over the animals’ backs, and 
taken to hiding places on nearby farms 
until enough had been collected, when 
the ‘‘gentlemen’’ took over. If the road 
was clear, or if the smugglers were in 
force they rode boldly as a cavalcade 
for London. 

In 1777 the collector of customs at 
Harwich wrote: ‘There are upwards 
of thirty sail of small cutters constantly 
employed in smuggling between the 
Naze Point and the mouth of the

Thames, which vessels easily elude 
the pursuit of the ‘‘Argus” and the 
“Bee,” cutters stationed at this port, 
by running over the sands where on 
account of their great draught of water 
those cutters dare not follow, by which 
means they escape and carry on with 
impunity a great trade in the meres 
and creeks which abound in these 
parts...”

In November 1778 the ‘“‘Bee’”’ chased 
a smuggler to the West Burrows. Cap- 
tain Hart argued with their leader for 
an hour and finally fired a warning 
shot, and then a real shot as she tried 
to make a break for it. A running fight 
followed with swivels and small arms 
lasting for an hour, during which the 
ringleaders, William Riches and James 
Anderson, were killed. 

The smuggler then surrendered and 
was found to be the cutter ‘‘Neptune’”’ 
of Paglesham, with 391 half-ankers and 
two wholes of brandy, rum and Geneva; 
eight hundredweights of tea, three hun- 
dredweights of tobacco, and two hun- 
dredweights of coffee. 

She was armed with six swivels and 
had a crew of eleven. The ‘“‘Bee’’ was

armed with eight swivels and had a 
crew of sixteen. 

During the war with France a real 
national effort was made to control 
the seas around Britain, and smuggling 
was largely suppressed, but not before 
several pitched battles had taken place 
between revenue cruisers and the 
heavily armed luggers used by the 
smugglers who had become France’s 
fifth column. 

These political activities lost the ‘‘free 
traders’ all support from the people, 
and in 1779 the Colchester Corporation 
sent its Member of Parliament a peti- 
tion for relief against smuggling. The 
Chelmsford Chronicle of February 
wrote: 


“The smugglers on our coast are 
every day growing more numerous and 
desperate. The revenue officers of Bur- 
ham, lately returning with some seized 
goods, were assaulted by the crews 
of free-trading cutters that lay in the 
river, and one of them was danger- 
ously wounded. 

“A few nights before, Mr. Frances, 
an active custom-house officer, master 
of the ‘‘Bull” at Hockley, was attacked 
and nearly murdered in his own house 
by a gang of seven daring ruffians, 
the ringleaders of which declared they 
came on purpose to destroy him, but 
after breaking two of his ribs and 
giving him several violent contusions 
of the head, they were prevented from 
accomplishing their bloody design by 
the providential arrival of some neigh- 
bors. ‘“‘The villains made their escape 
hastily; but as they are all known, it 


is hoped that they will soon be appre- 
hended and brought to justice...” 

In 1789 there were two revenue cutters 
stationed in the Colne and two at Har- 
wich, but in 1784 the Admiralty streng- 
thened the revenue fleet by stationing 
eight cruisers between Yarmouth and 
Portsmouth. A: typical sale of confis- 
cated goods held at the Leigh custom 
house in 1781 consisted of: 


One hundred eighty gallons of Gen- 
eva; 45 gallons of rum; 82 gallons of 
brandy; 108 pounds of row coffee; 175 
gallons of Oporto; 28 gallons of Lisbon; 
120 gallons of claret and frontiniac; 33 
yards of Indian calico; much foreign 
china, a sloop and a sail boat. 


The military were also mobilized 
against the armed smugglers and in 
June, 1784 dragoons arrived at Harwich 
to assist in the struggle. By the end of 
the French wars very little contraband 
was landing in England. 

The revenue officer’s full dress uni- 
form included sidearms and a cocked 
hat, and the sailors wore red flannel 
shirts and blue trousers.

Svarse: THE GREATEST BRITISH ADVOCACY LAWYER Reverse

Sorry! We have had a great deal to do with lawyers lately, but this is different in that 
this is about an advocacy lawyer of the late Eighteenth Century. We have two important 
British Provincial Tokens to deal with on this subject. The first one is Middlesex, D&H 
#1012, with two figures on the obverse holding banners. The top one, proclaims "Magna 
Carta" and the lower one says "Bill of Rights." The legend around the edge says "Erskine 
& Gibbs And Trial by Jury." This token’s reverse lists nine names: T.Hardy, I.H.Tooke, 
T.Holcroft, 1.A.Bonney, J. Joyce, S.Kid, J.T.Thelwall, I.Richter, I.Baxter. (We already know 
not to trust the "I" before names because on our other tokens it often stands for "J" as in 
John.) From my previous articles you will understand I am particularly interested in the 
injustice of the 1790’s treason trials. After all they may have some bearing on the paranoia 
of various governments. Rev. Jeremiah Joyce, to mention one of the names, was a tutor of 
Lord Stanhope’s (Mid. D&H # 1040 ) children and residing there. He was a very outspoken 
reformer. (I hope to learn more about this interesting man in the future.) It is unnecessary 
to go into details of the other names in this article except to say they were all connected to 
either the London Corresponding Society (LCS) or the Society for Constitutional 
Information. (SCI) Remember these "treasonous" societies had no quantity of arms, 
sufficient funds or quantity of members to overthrow the monarchy - they were simply asking 
for reforms. 


The second token, and more important to this article, is Middlesex D&H # 1010 with 
the motto, "A Friend to Freedom & Rights of Man" on the reverse. This relates to the bust 
on the obverse of "Hon. T. Erskine." One can not get any idea of what this "Greatest 
British advocacy lawyer" looked like from this bust. It will be my purpose to bring this 
remarkable lawyer’s character back to life. For Americans, even still today, the British legal 
system with its barristers and such is somewhat poorly understood. "Advocacy lawyer" refers 
to a lawyer who is pleading for the defense of the accused. A much needed qualifier when 
speaking of the "Greatest" British lawyer. As mentioned in my previous articles, Erskine 
defended Thomas Hardy, John Horne Tooke and John Thelwall and got them acquitted. 
But in this article, it is time to bring Thomas Erskine to the forefront. 


Let us look at Erskine’s beginnings to find out how his character was formed. It will 
do us little good to learn that he was born January 10, 1750 except to follow his ages during 
this history. For Americans, likewise; little is learned by knowing his birth place was 
Gracy’s Close (a narrow lane) in Edinburgh. We learn much more when we find out his 
mother was well educated having studied some mathematics and came from an excellent 
background. Henry David Erskine, his father, had "blue blood" being related to the Stuarts 
with some members of his ancestry having died in various wars for their country. Yet 
Erskine was not brought up in luxury since the Scots were in disfavor then because of Bonny 
Prince Charles. Maybe it is important to learn he had older brothers, the oldest was Henry 
by four years. In his youth, Thomas was athletic, good at sports and had lots of outdoors 
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activity. Like many poorer aristocratic families, the younger sons were placed in the 
military. For Thomas, the first attempt was in seeking a commission in the Army, but he 
ended up a midshipman instead in the navy. This was a hard and strict school for such a 
young lad. At the Age of eighteen, almost four year at sea in the West Indies and reaching 
the rank of acting lieutenant, he arrived home just in time to bury his father. After his 
father’s death and seeing there was no positions for a full lieutenant available, and with his 
father’s inheritance, he purchased a commission in the Army. This is a guy who is going to 
be a future lawyer? We would skip his army days except as a very young subaltern he found 
himself giving divine services to hardened and more experienced older soldiers. However, 
this taught him to choose his words carefully. Also it is in these army days, his being rather 
handsome and dressed in bright and glamorous uniforms, he fell in love and married. His 
wife, Frances, was the daughter of Daniel Moore, a member of Parliament from Marlow. 
Initially he married without parental consent, yet later it was sanctioned by the family. 
Unluckily, he had an absence of two years from his wife shortly after their marriage while 
serving on the island of Minora only to return to London in 1772. In London at this time, 
he met Edmund Burke who was his junior only by one year and through him met Richard 
Brinsley Sheridan who himself was currently preparing for marriage. With these friends he 
naturally met many others of the Burke-Sheridan circles such as Joshua Reynolds and 
Samuel Johnson. Again seeing little opportunity for promotion in the army he finally turned 
his attention to the study of law. In those days a mentor was a very valuable asset. Having 
known Erskine’s parents in Edinburgh, Thomas’s mentor, interestingly as we will see, was 
Lord Mansfield (William Murry, 1705-1793.) He was a barrister in 1730; Solicitor General, 
1742-52; Attorney General, 1754-56, and finally Chief Justice of the King’s Bench as well 
as Privy Councillor and King’s Serjeant-at-Law, 1756-1788 in which year he retired. The 
point being his influence was large. Erskine is reported to have an interest in law from an 
early age, but all great lawyers say this! However, by 1774, his brother Henry had been 
practicing law for four years. We need not go into details explaining how difficult it was for 
an older man with a growing family to support and study his way through law school. Now 
as a mature man, he was good looking with a well-shaped body, an agile mind with great 
wit and brains, who was kind and generous and loved by people - so it is said. 


Now for his remarkable career. To illustrate his genius, I will go into some details 
on only his first major case. There after I will have time for only brief summaries. To set 
the background we need to tell you about "Jemmy Twitcher." John Gay (1685-1732), an 
English poet; wrote The Beggar's Opera (1728, still played today) in which one of the 
scurrilous characters was this Jemmy Twitcher. Lord Sandwich, (John Montagu, 1718-1792) 
was a corrupt scandalous politician being the First Lord of the Admiralty who regularly 
skimmed off Navy funds besides having many obvious mistresses and illegitimate children. 
By the way the Sandwich Island in the Pacific are named after him! Lord Sandwich had 
betrayed his close friend John Wilkes, both being members of the Hell Fire Club, who 


published a limited addition of a pornographic story. This incident is part of the intrigue 


where George III had his presses and paper confiscated - a cause celebrated by the inclusion 
of Freedom of Press to be included in the American Bill of Rights. Well, during one of the 
performances of the Beggar’s Opera the line..."That Jemmy Twitcher should peach on me, 
I own surprises me" was inserted into the play with reference to Lord Sandwich. Everyone 
knowing the circumstances caused the play to come to a halt in laughter. Lord Sandwich 


from then on had the epithet of "Jemmy Twicher." This very powerful Lord was what 
Erskine had to face up against. Lord Sandwich, to keep it short, amongst other corrupt 
practices was embezzling funds from the Royal Hospital for Seamen at Greenwich. Retired 
Captain Thomas Baillie, Lieutenant Governor of the institution, after repeatedly appealing 
to the directors for redress had finally had published a sixteen page pamphlet on the 
hospitals conditions. Not surprisingly he was quickly arrested for libel. At this stage, we 
need to point out a quirk in English law for the 18th Century. All that the jury needed for 
a conviction was proof the article had been published, then it was up to the judges to 
determine the degree of libel and the punishment. In this case there was no doubt about 
its being published, a great problem for lawyer Erskine. Now Thomas had been assigned 
a junior role in the hearing to follow four senior attorneys due to speak first. Besides this, 
his mentor the Earl of Mansfield would be the Chief Justice of the court. Luckily for 
Thomas, the last defensive advocate of the day was sickly and verbose, and needed frequent 
breaks so Erskine was held over to the next day when the judges and jury were awake and 
fresh. This would be a tactic he would always remember and employ when ever possible 
in the future. Thomas took great advantage of this opportunity by staying up late preparing 
himself. His strategy was to speak as simple and direct so that any layman could understand 
him. He pointed out that Captain Baillie was the governor of the hospital, and it was his 
duty to improve the hospital’s conditions. During the previous advocate’s speeches, none 
of them had mentioned Lord Sandwich’s role in this matter or even spoke his name. 
Erskine spoke in a clear but quiet tone initially but increased his volume as he talked on. 
Pointing out little arguments at first but it became evident he was building up to the point 
of fingering someone else for the blame and so tension increase in the court room, Thomas 
had pointed out with contempt that the prosecution had been brought about by the "First 
Lord of the Admiralty," but had not yet mentioned "Jemmy Twitcher" by name. However, 
he continued..."Indeed Lord Sandwich has in my mind, acted such a part --." Lord Mansfield 
interrupted..."Lord Sandwich is not before the court!" 1 The audience and older lawyers 
gasped. Erskine quickly continued, putting all fear aside, "I will drag him to light who is the 
dark mover behind this scene of iniquity," 2 and continued on in this vain. The outcome 
was Captain Baillie became a free man, the four advocate’s words prior to Thomas were 
forgotten, and Erskine’s words were the talk of the town. 


I was amazed at how many major judicial events Thomas Erskine took part in during 
the latter part of the Eighteenth Century when I read his biography. 3 In his next case he 
was an assistant to the great lawyer Dunning in the court martial of Admiral Keppel. 
Keppel was accused by, guess who - Lord Sandwich, of failing to go on the attack in the 
battle against the French navy on July 27, 1778. Dunning wisely chose Erskine because of 
his past naval experience and "Jemmy Twitcher’s plotting failed again. Lord George Gordon 
(Mid. D&H # 775 ), is synonymous with the Gordon Riots of 1780. He marched on 
parliament to petition it for the repeal of the Quebeck Act establishing the "Popish" religion 
in Canada with a large crowd calling out "No Popery.". Through no fault of his own, the 
marchers turned into a mob and ransacked, set many fires and looted large areas of London. 
This riot went on for over a week and was remembered and greatly influenced the 
government’s paranoia when it came to the attempted reform movements in the 1790's.

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"Not guilty" was again Erskine’s reward for a brilliant defense of Lord Gordon. Next came 
the seditious libel case against William Shipley, Dean of St. Asaph who reprinted a tract by 
Sir William Jones on principles of government and having added to it his own preface. 
Again we have the situation where it is exclusively up to only the judges whether the 
material in question was libelous or not. Because of Thomas’s arguments the jury found the 
accused "Guilty of publishing only," the implication being there was no intent for sedition. 
The judge said this was not a proper verdict, yet the cheers from the audience forced him 
to accept the verdict, and it was recorded that way. By now Thomas’s reputation was such 
that he was making good money, he had entered Parliament in 1783, and had the honor to 
become Attorney General for the Prince of Wales. The only major trial which Thomas 
Erskine did not take full part in was the impeachment of Warren Hastings (Governor 
General of India) which became England’s longest trial taking seven years. Maybe the trial 
would have been shortened if Erskine had not refused case! It has been suggested Erskine 
unconsciously regretted refusing it, but his usual excellent health was not so good then. - 


As printer, John Stockdale’s trial of 1789 (note this date), another seditious libel case 
was against him only because the original author had died. This was yet another victory for 
Thomas. The date of July 1789 is of course the date of the storming of the Bastille in 
France. After this time, the government’s repressions and prosecutions become more 
intense to the detriment of Thomas Erskine. We have two trials which I must now cover, 
that preceded the three treason trials of the LCS people. One of the most important roles 
Erskine was to play in history was his defense of Thomas Paine. This was an impossible 
case to win with the looming threat of a French invasion in the publics mind and with the 
handling of a trial in absentia since Paine had escaped to France. However, he felt it was 
his duty to defend the man. Not that he wholly believed in Paine’s cause so much, but that 
it was Paine’s right to have the best defense possible. This trial was for Thomas Paine’s two 
part writing of the Rights of Man (1791 & 92). Later when Paine wrote Age of Reason 
(1795), and Erskine had been able to read much of it, he did not like Paine’s attack on 
Christianity. But again he would not be a witness against the author he had previously 
defended. With the "Guilty" verdict in the Paine trial, besides the author becoming an 
outlaw, Erskine had lost a major defeat. The next trial was even a greater tragedy. John 
Frost, a young idealistic London solicitor, who probably is best known for his help in Paine’s 
escape to France. On a fateful night in early 1793 he had made an unguarded comment to 
a "friend" while having imbibed wine during a meeting. At his trial the witness testimony 
was that he had said..." am for equality and no king." Erskine’s arguments were of course 
based on freedom of speech thus the uttered words were thoughtless and harmless because 
of wine.” But the times had changed and the English "Reign of Terror" had begun. Judge 
Kenyon past sentence on Frost after John’s conviction, but his sentence was somewhat mild 
for the times. He sentenced Frost to six months jail in Newgate, a fine and to be struck off 
the rolls as an attorney. This was Erskine’s second defeat. He had lost his position as 
Attorney General for the Prince of Wales after the Paine trial, not because he had defended 
him but for his involvement in two "liberal" societies. He had been a founding member in 
the Society of Friends of Liberty which held its first meeting in 1792. He was also a 
member of the Friends of the People which Charles James Fox and Richard Brinsley 
Sheridan plus many other notables belonged to. So at this point Thomas Erskine was at his 
lowest ebb. 


Thomas Erskine had one more great victory before his three in a row successful rout 
of the now famous LCS government treason trials. The SCI had given a political address 
in the summer of 1792 which on Christmas Day of that year was published in the Morning 
Chronicle. Just to pick one phrase that..."deep and alarming abuses exist in the British 
Government." 4 So a trial for seditious libel was brought against the printer and the editors 
James Perry and James Gray by the Pitt government. Erskine used winning logic with..."The 
first men in the present government"..."have held and published every doctrine contained in 
this paper.." s (By such people as Edmund Burke.) With these four victories Erskine 
confidence was renewed. Concerning the Thomas Hardy trial, I need to bring up another 
personality - that of Mr. Gibbs. He has been an elusive character requiring several sources 
to create a picture of him. Despite the "I" on the tokens his full name was Vicary Gibbs, 
and he was to assist Erskine in these treason trials. He would be assigned the important 
task by Erskine of giving the closing address for the defense. Gibbs also took over for 
Thomas when on some occasions Erskine’s voice failed. Gibbs was the antithesis of Erskine, 
not being a Whig but being a Tory. He was short - five feet, four inches - and stocky, he 
had an unimpressive figure, a "bitterness" of speech and lacking the humor of Erskine. 
Though given these difficulties, and his ungracious manners, he was a superb lawyer 
contributing a great deal to these defenses. His eventual career led to becoming Attorney 
General and later Chief Justice of the Court of Common Pleas. Not a whole lot about him 
but at least something. At this point we must backtrack a little to briefly mention the 
Thomas Walker trial. Many of us with similar interests are familiar with the London 
treason trials, but how many are knowledgeable about the Manchester trials. Thomas 
Walker was an enlightened businessman from that city with good connections in the central 
government, but he was also an outspoken reformer. His trial of April 1794 was a much 
“put up" job, in that an alcoholic government prisoner was bribed with drink to testify falsely. 
In this trial Erskine was successfully able to refute this drinker’s testimony for a "Not guilty" 
victory. 


The last trial I will deal with having Erskine as an advocate needs a little more 
explanation because of its trend setting importance. James Hadfield, in 1800 took a shot 
at King George and missed while the monarch attended the theatre. What Erskine realized 
was the man was not in his right mind. Not that he was in a fit of blind frenzy or completely 
out of his mind, which in those days would have been understood, but that nevertheless he 
was mentally unfit. Erskine closely defined what was insanity within the law by drawing a 
fine line where before the definitions were broad only allowing for a total madness. 
Advocate Erskine showed how very loyal Hadfield had been as a soldier in the light 
dragoons, how he had been wounded badly in the head by a sword thrust, how he was left 
for dead in a ditch, and how he could no longer make a living. That in fact, despite having 
memories of his father and recognizing his family, his mental capacity was effected forever. 
Ironically, James Hadfield out lived George II, the man he shot at, but it was in the 
confines of Bedlam hospital were he was sentenced. The author of this biography, Lloyd 
Paul Stryker states...."Erskine had made a vital contribution to the law governing 
insanity." 6 His contribution had ramifications for decades, and were far reaching 
geographically, effecting the laws in some American states.

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Then in 1806 William Pitt died suddenly, and there was a change in government 
favoring the Foxites. This was Erskine’s big break for he was appointed Lord Chancellor. 
(This is equal to America’s Attorney General.) Along with this office came a baronetcy and 
thus he was Lord Erskine. So now he became a member of what became known as the 
ministry of "All Talents.". Having been made Lord Chancellor caused a big change for 
Thomas because he was not an advocate lawyer but the top government prosecutor. He 
made this change over with great talent and speed to many legal experts surprise. Having 
been a hard working advocate lawyer, when it was his turn to be Chancellor, he showed 
sympathetic consideration for the defense lawyers in his courts. He received many thanks 
for his kindness such as from the exhausted Mr. Plumer..." cannot express the gratitude I 
feel for your Lordships’ great indulgence." 7 Unfortunately Charles James Fox died at the 
end of 1806 also, so Thomas was able to hold the office of Lord Chancellor for just a little 
less than fourteen.months. During this time he presided over the impeachment of Lord 
Melville (Henry Dundas) again due to misuse of Naval funds. This trial took place in the 
House of Lords as such big trials usually did. As Chancellor, Lord Erskine voted "Not 
guilty" on the first charge but guilty on the third, sixth and seventh articles. Hence, Dundas 
won an acquittal by a very narrow margin. With Lord Erskine’s acquisition and loss of the 
Chancellorship our interest in him as an advocate ends. April 7, 1807 he gives up the office 
and the traditional woolsack and becomes an ordinary citizen. Unlike in America, he no 
longer was allowed to practice law. I must ask, do the current Lord Chancellors still sit on 
the woolsack today? 


About Thomas Erskine’s private life - his wife bore him eight children all of which 
succeeded in life. He was a very dutiful father despite his tremendous work load. In his 
earlier years he had a good handle on botany as documented in his knowledge of geraniums. 
Most importantly he was a avid animal lover having a dog named Toss and a pet parrot. 
That doesn’t sound like much, but then he tried to get a bill passed "For the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals" which passed in the House of Lords but failed in the House of 
Commons. Also he used all his weight to support Fox’s abolishing of the slave trade. This 
time it passed in both Houses, a final victory in 1807. And yes, we can compare this with 
the American solution. He has been documented by a letter as being "the happiest man in 
London"(in 1793) and "a charming, entertaining creature."s After his position with the 
Chancellorship was over he retired to his estate which he called Evergreen Hall. Like many 
active career oriented professionals, he was not a good handler of his own financial affairs, 
and he lost considerable funds in American investments. His wife died many years before 
him, and apparently he married again in 1818 to a woman with two previous children and 
who then bore him one of his own. After his death she was granted government funds on 
the grounds that there was little inheritance, and that she was poor. In about 1815, George 
IV honored him with the Knight of the Thistle and gave him the "Green Ribbon.” His being 
a distant Stuart this gave him great pleasure. As the years passed his participation in the 
House of Lords diminished, but he was involved in one last huge trial. As is well known the 
Prince of Wales abandoned Caroline his wife less than a few years after their marriage. He 
treated her with the utmost mental abuse. Ultimately when he became King of England in 
1820, she returned from her self-imposed exiles to Italy and France. George IV, to prevent

Caroline from becoming Queen, he accused her of adultery. This was a state crime, and he 
rigged the trial so she had less legal rights than an ordinary citizen would have had. In the 
House of Lord where again the trial was taking place, Lord Erskine collapsed while 
speaking in her defense during the second reading of the Bill. Recovering and rested the 
next day he was a strong voice in the final resolution of the case. It is probably proper that 
"sailor" Thomas Erskine should die from pneumonia ("inflammation of the chest") contracted 
while walking on the deck of a ship as it plowed through stormy seas. On land at Harwick 
he rallied but then died on November 1823 at the age of seventy-three. It is not I who has 
marked Lord Erskine as great, Sir James Stephen, a great historian, says..."[he] was by far 
the most effective advocate who ever appeared at the English bar.” 9

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THE NEUMANN CATALOG 
by Jorgen Somod, Denmark 


My little collection of British 18th century tokens is not arranged after Dalton and Hamer, 
nor Seaby. Mine are arranged after Neumann, because I am a Neumann fan! 


The author Josef Neumann, who lived in Praha published in German language from 
1858-72 in 6 vols. Beschreibung der bekanntesten Kupfermiinzen, describing the most 
well known copper coins. The highest catalog number is 40100. More than forty thousand 
coins and tokens were cataloged! No ancients and no English 17th century tokens, but 
everything else, European, American and Oriental. 


For the English 17th century tokens he instead refers to Boyne, but in Neumann’s 4th 
volume, published in 1865, are the British 18th and 19th centuries tokens cataloged from 
no. 22655 to 28451. He had correspondents in many countries. They supplied him with 
the necessary information. Information about British tokens came mainly from the 
collector Dr. W. Freudenthal in London, whose important collection later became an 
important part of the British Museum’s. 


A survey of the 40,100 coins and tokens are pictured on 79 lithographic plates. An 
example how the description is follows here:

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The Tokens of Dr. Samuel Johnson:English Lexicographer

A book that this writer would recommend to the membership is entitled: The Professor 
and the Madman (A Tale of Murder, Insanity and the Making of the Oxford English Dictionary). The 
author, Simon Winchester, takes the reader on a short (242 pages) but powerfully interesting 
journey. One becomes acquainted with an unusual topic during the journey: the creation of the 
English-speaking world’s first comprehensive dictionary and the idea of dictionaries themselves- 
those tomes we turn to when we have to “look up” a word when we are not sure of it. The book 
also tells us about the process for creating a dictionary in the 18th century. It wasn’t easy. 


One of the parts of the book that was of special interest to me had to do with a famous 
personage who appears ofi a number of Late Eighteenth Century Tokens: Dr. Samuel Johnson 
(1709-1784). Dr. Johnson died just as the period of time for these tokens is commonly thought of 
as evolving. He had an important influence on English (and world) society. He was a prolific 
writer of essays and a contributor to the literary magazines of his time. But his most important 
contribution for us today was his Dictionary of the English Language. By the end of his life 
he had received many accolades for this first of a kind effort. E.L. McAdam states that his 
“\.greatest contribution to lexicography was the immense number of quotations illustrating 
different usages of words, culled from his own reading. The only improvement on this feature in 
modern times, in the Oxford English Dictionary, was the chronological listing of a vastly greater 
number of quotatons.” And Simon Winchester remarks that “Robert Burchfield who edited the 
four-volume supplement to the Oxford English Dictionary in the 1970’s had no doubts: Johnson 
managed to combine being both a lexicographer and a supremely literate man: ‘In the whole tradi- 
tion of the English language and literature the only dictionary compiled by a writer of the first 
rank is that of Dr. Johnson’s.’ ”

Dr. Samuel Johnson was born in Lichfield so it seems appropriate that the first of the three 
token types listed in Dalton and Hamer with his likeness would be issued from this location. There 
are two varieties of this token and they are catalogued as Staffordshire Nos. 18 and 19. Noting 
that the place name Lichfield is misspelled on the token’s reverse, Bell devotes most of a page of 
Specious Tokens to describing the token and the man. He writes that “the reverse design of a 
wreath of laurel is probably intended to be a tribute to his literary eminence as the author of his 
famous dictionary.” 


James Boswell’s definitive work The Life of Samuel Johnson, tells of a number of visits 
the great man made to his home town over his lifetime. He made these visits despite many ail- 
ments and infirmities. His last visit was in 1784. Dr. Johnson lived well into his seventies. Both 
Bell and Waters say that the tokens honoring him are mentioned in Boswell’s book.

Two additional listings which show his bust are found in the Warwickshire section. The 
first mentioned are Nos.71 and 71a. In the introduction to this section of their work, Dalton and 
Hamer point out that we must pay particular attention to the issue which directly precedes the 
tokens of Dr. Johnson - No. 70, General Elliot. “Henry Biggs, a victualler, of Moor Street, 
issued the token having on the obverse the bust of General Elliot. As regards the one with the bust 
of Dr. Samuel Johnson on the obverse, Charles Pye informs us that a great many of the tokens of 
the General Elliot issue, being brought in for payment just at the time of the striking of the second 
issue, that the edge-reading was altered to avoid a repetition of the consequences. Thomas Sharp 
states that not more than six with the Henry Biggs edge are known.”

The last issue is a farthing token: Warwickshire No. 475. It is one of Westwood’s 
half halfpennies. Waters tells us that it is part of a grouping at the end of the Warwickshire section 
that was made for collectors. The reverse, showing three lions rampant, ties it in with Nos. 
71 and 71a. There is another famous person in this small farthing group - William Shakespeare.

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It always pleases this writer when he can enjoy what Simon Winchester describes as a 
kind of “serendipitous moment” or a “grand conjunction.” The discovery that his book The 
Professor and the Madman provided this moment and devoted significant space to Dr. Samuel 
Johnson and his contribution to the English-speaking world by way of his dictionary and was 
recognized for it in his lifetime was a noteworthy experience for me and hopefully for others.

Jim Wahl suggested in the last Journal that some members might care to comment 
on how their collections began, and what directions these have taken. My first 
introduction to eighteenth-century tokens came about 1960 when I read Francis 
Klingender’s Art and the Industrial Revolution (1947). Klingender was apparently an 
enthusiastic collector, and published an article on the subject in 1943. 

While I acquired a few well-worn tokens in the 1970s, I didn’t start collecting 
seriously until the early 1990s when I came across the essays of James Wright of Dundee 
(1768-1798). I thought it would be a challenge to acquire both the coins which he had 
designed, and also those which he had singled out as especially worthy examples of the 
new coinage. Wright didn’t really approve of those tokens which he saw as “mere 
emblems of particular trades or articles of dealing,” but these miniature shop signs— 
boots, gloves, umbrellas, casks, teapots, etc-—appealed to me, and I decided to collect 
them also. 

Since I had lived and worked in central London for a few years, I became 
interested in tokens from that area, notably those issued by such worthies as curiosity 
dealers, showmen and quacks. Four provincial museum keepers (my profession in the 
States) also caught my eye—James Bisset, Richard Greene, Daniel Boulter and Richard 
Fowke—though I’m afraid the tokens of Greene and Fowke will always escape me. All 
these encounters led to a series of essays in the Journal which have considerably 
enlivened my retirement, and provided me with a colourful introduction to England in the 
1790s—not to mention some friendly correspondents. 

I have a modest collection (about 170 tokens), not always of supreme quality, and 
lacking several favourites which I can’t afford. If I had to mention a highpoint in my 
collecting, since I don’t get to conventions, I might settle for a cup of tea at Baldwin's.

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An Introduction to: 
The British Conder Token Identifier 


How many times have you picked up a "Conder" token, trying to find its proper attribution, and 
couldn't find a single clue as to which county it belongs? Or perhaps you know the county, go to the 
index in Dalton & Hamer's, Provincial Token Coinage of the 18th Century, only to find it next to 
useless? Determined and undaunted you then proceeded through Dalton & Hamer's book (D&H) photo 
by photo, page by page. After the first few thousand images, your face goes numb, your eyes become 
more glazed than a doughnut, no longer do you know whose hand is flipping the pages, and a photo of a 
Boeing 747 airliner could pass before your eyes without any cognition of the event happening. If any of 
this rings a bell, even a faint one, relief may be on the way. 


These type of "occurrences" were becoming part of my daily routine until one day, as I was 
sliding over the edge, the thought of trying to resolve the problem began to form in my mind. Although 
a previous British effort to address the problem sat before me in the form of a booklet, it still seemed 
cumbersome, only moderately useful, and loaded with non-Conder token listings in which there was little - 
interest. So one night I decided to "thunk" it through, and The British Conder Token Identifier was the 
ultimate result. Although not an absolutely perfect solution, I thought it was a couple of notches above 
anything else. However, I leave the final vote, and any recounting of those votes, up to you. 


Basically it is organized by the use of "legends", that writing found adjacent to the rim on one or ° 
both sides of the token. This Identifier is most effective when used in conjunction with one of the 
editions of Dalton & Hamer's Provincial Token Coinage of the 18th Century. The D&H book is 
needed for completing the attribution process, as the Identifier does not deal with edge varieties, nor die 
varieties unless the legend is affected. The ol' standby is also needed when coins contain the same 
legends, but having quite different designs, or coming from different counties. Although this Identifier 
has some short comings, it never the less gets you quickly to the ultimate information you seek. 


There are some conventions which are followed with as much consistency as possible. The 
legend on EACH side of the coin, or a description where no legend is present, is represented on a single 
line listing. The legend or description of the obverse of the coin is listed first, followed by a slash and 
then the reverse legend or description. The legends are placed in alphabetical order by legend or design 
description, or in numerical order when the only written information on that side of the token is the date. 
There are at least a couple of different ways of alphabetizing, and I opted to use that method which 
treats the whole listing as if it were a single word without spaces. So if one had three tokens each 
beginning as follows: "C. James...", "Cinque Ports...", and "Clifford's Tower...", each legend would be 
considered a word without spaces and would be listed in the following order: 

Cinque Ports.... 
C. James.... 
Clifford's Tower... 


Additionally, a major effort was made to start the legend at its apparent beginning - at least 
apparent to me. However numerous legends didn't seem to have a natural beginning and appeared rather 
arbitrary as to where the alphabetization should begin. In those instances, an effort was made to begin at 
the 12:00 position. To further complicate matters, many of the legends were quite long, too long to put 
the legends of both sides on a single line. Consequently some legends are truncated with dots (.....). In 
these instances an attempt was made to include the most "key" portion of the legend. As one can see, 
what initially seems a simple, straight forward method actually isn't all that simple. Since the legends on 
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both sides are listed, it doesn't matter which side of the coin with which you begin! Much of this 
verbiage may not be necessary once one looks at the listings, as every effort was made for it to be as 
intuitive as possible. 


One last convention exists, that of grouping the tokens. The first and main group are those listed 
in D&H as "Halfpenny & Halfpence Size" tokens. This is by far the largest group. Much further down 
the list are the "Farthings & Farthing Size" tokens. In turn this is followed by "One Pence Size" tokens, 
and lastly, "Other Denominations". 


I am making this entire work available both on 3.5 
inch floppy disk for $29.50 US, including shipping or 
$34.50 for a CD-Rom version, including a jewel case. 
Both are formatted as a Wordpad document in Windows 
98. I've used it in Windows 3.x, and therefore it should 
work on everything in between. 


By using either of these formats it obviates the problem of where to start the legend; when using 
the search function, i.e. pressing the control key and the letter "f" on the keyboard. Ifa particular word 
of the legend doesn't yield results, just try another key word, because as previously mentioned, in some 
cases the entire legend could not be used. With a couple minutes of practice, most listings can be found 
within 15 seconds or less. One also has the ability to print the Identifier from either format, which I 
found very useful at numismatic shows. 


As you can imagine, proof reading this work was about as easy and exciting as the White Pages 
Directory. I wish to give deepest thanks to Jerry and Sharon Bobbe who both cheerfully and 
independently proof read this work. They caught an embarrassingly large number of errors made on my 
part, and probably came close to going blind in the process. In the course of a year of "field testing", 
and in spite of the Bobbe's super human efforts, occasional boo-boos still lurked in the deepest recesses. 
You can take it to the bank that all have still not been found. So I ask any and all users, if typos, errors 
or Omissions are found, to please let me know, and all findings will be updated. This Identifier took 
quite some time to compile, and it is my hope that at least some of the CTCC members will find my 
efforts useful.
